REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


During 1979 the Board of Selectmen has carried on normal responsibil- 
ities and in addition has had several special considerations. The Board 
issued 21 permits for new housing, 120 permits for building alterations, 
and 9 advertising sign permits. Because of a change in Zoning Ordinance 
the Selectmen now have the added responsibility of Yard Sale permits, 
with 13 such permits issued during the year. 


The Board accepted one new Road, Laurel Road, opening up another 
area for new housing and adding more responsibility for the Road Agent 
and the Town Highway crew. 


In 1979 103 parcels of property were approved under the guide lines of 
the Current Use Advisory Board. This constitutes a total of 3,217.36 
acres under Current Use, representing an original assessed value of 
$2 ,995,010.00. Because of changes in our per centage of valuation to 100 % 
equalized valuation, which is at .76 for 1979, this assessment valuation 
drops to $222, 330.00. This means a revenue loss to the Town in the 
amount of $48,521.90. 


The Board was involved with the Sewer Commission in the presenting 
of a Bond Issue before the Municipal Bond Bank which was successfully 
concluded and construction is well under way. The court suit which could 
have held this up was settled out of court on a negotiated agreement. 


The New Hampshire Supreme Court decision on the Sutton suit was 
settled against the Town on December 12, 1979 and the actual financial 
details of the settlement have not been completed at this time. 


By act of the 1979 Town Meeting a Town Hall Committee was estab- 
lished to supervise the use of the Town Hall. The Board appointed to the 
committee members of the Refurbishing Committee as its first members. 
They include Carlton Bradford, Winifred Weig, Mary Foley, Marg2 
DeLaat, Venita Gay and Fred Cole. 


Again, the 1979 Town Meeting voted to establish an Historical District 
Commission. Following out this authority the Selectmen appointed Wade 
Weathers, Arthur Dorley, Genevieve Millar, Mary Flynn and Douglas 
Mathewson.

In 1979 the Town of New London celebrated 200 years. The Board was 
active in a number of events, which are reported in more detail by the New 
London Bicentennial Committee. One of the last events of the Bicenten- 
nial was the filling of the time capsule with Town documents of 1979 and 
included a letter, from each menber of the Board of Selectmen, to the 
Selectmen of the year 2079. 


In addition to all these changes the Board of Selectmen held a Special 
Hearing on the proposal of the Kearsarge Healthcare Center on December 
3, 1979. This hearing was designed to allow the public to gather informa- 
tion and ask questions regarding the property for a Rehabilitation Center 
in New London. 


On October 1, 1979 Harry B. Harris resigned as a member of the Board 
of Selectmen and the two remaining members appointed former Selectman 
James E. Bewley to fill out the remainder of the term.

Art. 32. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of $120,000.00 
for the purpose of continuing construction of sewerage and sewerage 
treatment facilities as required by the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act as amended (33 U.S.C. 1251 et. seg.) which action will qualify the 
Town for Federal funds. Of the total construction costs, the Town shall 
raise a sum not to exceed $30,000.00. Said $30,000.00 will be raised either 
by taxation or by the issuance of Serial Bonds or Notes under and in 
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compliance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (N.H. RSA 
33.1 et. seg. as amended). The Board of Selectmen are authorized to issue 
and negotiate such bonds or notes as may be necessary and determine 
the rate of interest therein, and take other such actions as may be 
necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale and delivery of such 
bonds as shall be in the best interests of the Town of New London. The 
Sewer Commission shall be authorized to expend such monies as become 
available from the Federal Government under the Financial Assistance 
Program of the Construction Grants section of the Federal Water Pol- 
lution Control Act as amended (33 U.S.C. 1251 et. seg.) and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


Art. 33. To see if the Town will vote to set the base pay for a Selectman 
at $1,800.00 with $100.00 for each year of service by a Selectman added 
to the base. 


Art. 34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $2,000.00 
for the purchase of a parcel of land from the Kearsarge Regional School 
District located immediately adjacent to and behind the New London 
Fire House. Such parcel is approximately one hundred seventy-five feet 
(175’) wide, the width of the existing lot, and one hundred feet (100’) deep. 
Such land would be held by the Town for future development and to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to negotiate with the Kearsarge Regional 
School District for the purchase of said land. 


Art. 35. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $17,639.00 for the purchase of a new ambulance. The Selectmen are 
authorized to receive such funds from Federal, State or private sources 
which may be made available to offset the cost of the ambulance. 


Art. 36. To see if the Town will vote to authorize withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act for use as a setoff against the following debt service: 


Purpose: Ambulance $16,812.00 


Art. 37. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $1,500.00, 
to be expended by the Town Hall Committee, for the purchase of a public 
address and sound system to be installed in the Whipple Memorial Town 
Hall auditorium. 

Art. 38. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Select- 
men to sell Town property located on Tax Map 52/Lot 15 to the heirs of 
Roland Lawrence, Vernon Hoyt, et al, for the sum of $639.21 and draw 
the required deed for transfer of said property.

Art. 46. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following ordinance: 
‘HISTORIC DISTRICT ORDINANCE” 


1.0 Purposes: Within the Town of New London, it is the partic- 
ular purpose of this ordinance to preserve and safeguard the heritage of 
the municipality by the creation of a district which (a) reflects elements of 
its cultural, social, economic, political and architectural history; (b) con- 
serves property values in such district; (c) fosters civic beauty; (d) 
strengthens the historic heritage for the education, pleasure, and welfare 
of the citizens of the municipality. 


1.01 Qualifications: The historic district established hererunder and 
from time to time amended in the manner prescribed by New Hampshire 
law shall have one or more or any combination of the following character- 
‘istics and qualifications, without limitation as to cultural or chronological 
period. 


(a) Stuctures or sites at which events occur or have occurred that con- 
tribute to and are identified with (or significantly represent) the broad 
cultural, political, economic, agricultural, or social history of New 
London and the state or nation. 


(b) Structures or sites importantly associated with historic parson- 
ages. 


(c) Structures or sites importantly associated with historic examples 
of a great idea or ideal. 


(d) Structures or structural remains and sites embodying examples of 
architectural types or specimens valuable for study of a period, style, or 
method of building construction, of community organization and living, 
or of landscaping; or a single notable structure or a single site represent- 
ing the work of a master builder, master designer, architect, or landscape 
architect. 


1.02 The New London Historic District Ordinance. The Town Meeting 
action of March 11, 1980, hereby establishes with the Town of New 
London the following Historic Districts: Main Street from Crocketts 
Corner to Cloughs Corner, and Old Main Street from Rt. 11 to the inter- 
section of South Pleasant Street extending 250’ out from the center line of 
the roads on each side. 


1.03 Historic District Commission. Membership; Qualifications; term; 
Vacancies. The membership of such commission shall consist of not less 
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than five nor more than seven members. All members shall be residents of 
the town of New London, and one shall be a member of the board of select- 
men, and one shall be a member of the planning board. In determining the 
qualification of a member of said commission, the appointing authority 
shall take into consideration his demonstrated interest and ability to 
understand, appreciate and promote the purpose of this District. The 
members of said commission shall be appointed for three-year terms ex- 
cept the initial appointment shall be staggered so that subsequent 
appointments shall not recur at the same time. Members of said commis- 
sion shall serve without compensation and shall serve no more than two 
successive terms. In the event of a vacancy on the commission, interim 
appointments may be made by the appointing authority to complete the 
unexpired term of such position. 


(a) Organization; Meetings; Rules. Such Commission shall elect 
annually a chairman, vice-chairman, and secretary from its own member- 
ship. In the case of absence, inability to act, or conflict of interest on the 
part of the associate member, the decisions of the Commission shall be 
reached by vote of a majority of the whole number of Commission 


members. 


(b) Said Commission for its purposes shall adopt (and may from time 
to time amend) rules and regulations consistent with the intention of this 
ordinance and of the state enabling legislation. 


(c) Powers and Duties. The New London Historic District Commis- 
sion may, subject to appropriation by the Town Meeting, employ clerical 
and technical assistants or consultants, and may accept gifts of money, 
services, or grants, and may hold or expend the same of all or any of the 
purposes of the New London Historic District provided that the Town 


Meeting appropriates or approves such expenditures. 


1.1 Uses Permitted: Uses permitted in Historic Districts shall be those 
set forth in the New London Zoning Ordinance provisions for the district 
except that within Historic Districts no building or structure shall be 
erected, reconstructed, altered, restored, moved or demolished unless, up- 
on application in writing, a certificate of approval shall have been issued 
therefor by the New London Historic District Commission. 


1.2 Certificates of Approval: In the Historic District no building permit 
shall be issued for any purpose or for any alteration, construction, demoli- 
tion, or use of land or of buildings until a corresponding certificate or 
approval or appropriateness has been issued by the New London Historic 
District Commission. 
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1.2.2 Certificates of Approval shall be applied for in writing to the New 
London Historic District Commission stating the location, use, nature, 
and where pertinent, the materials, and texture of the matter or item for 
which such certificate is sought. Any site plans, building plans, elevat- 
ions, samples, photographs, sketches, or other information reasonably 
required by the Commission to determine the ‘‘appropriateness”’ in quest- 
ion shall be made available by the applicant. The Commission shall ensure 
that the architecture of all new construction or additions or alterations to 
existing buildings be of colonial, victorian or federal design or of another 
design that is appropriate for the District. 


1.2.3 The Commission may hold a public hearing on the Certificate of 
Approval in the following manner: Within ten days after the filing of an 
application for a Certificate of approval or application for demolition, the 
Commission shall determine the properties deemed by it to be materially 
affected by such application and shall forthwith cause its secretary to give 
by mail (postage prepaid) to the applicant and to the owners of all such 
properties as they appear on the then most recent real estate tax list, not 
less than ten days’ notice of a public hearing before the Commission of 
such application. 


1.2.4 The Historic District Commission, in considering each applica- 
tion, shall consider the appropriateness of proposed features, buildings, 
stuctures and appurtenant fixtures, location on the lot, and the re- 
moval or demolition of any building or structure or appurtenant fixture 
in the district wherever such features, buildings, structures, and appur- 
tenant fixtures are subject to public view. 


The Historic District Commission, in considering the appropriateness 
of any features, fixtures, and usages mentioned in any such application, 
shall keep in mind the purpose set forth in 1.01 and shall consider, among 
other things, the historic and architectural style, the general design 
arrangement, textures, materials, and color of the building or structure or 
appurtenant fixtures in question, the relation of such features to similar 
features of buildings in the immediate surroundings, and the position of 
such building or structure in relation to the street or public way and to 
other buildings and structures. 


In determining appropriateness, the Commission may request reports 
and recommendations regarding the feasibility of the applicant’s proposal 
from the planning board, fire chief, building inspector, health officer, and 
such other administrative officials as may possess information pertinent 
to the concerns of the Commission. The Commission shall have the power 
to engage such technical assistance and consultants as may be deemed 
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necessary to carry out the purpose of this subdivision, subject to appro- 
priation by the Town Meeting. 


The Commission shall not make any recommendations or requirements 
except for purposes of historic preservation and of preventing develop- 
ments, construction, or changes incongruous with the historic district, its 
buildings, sites and surroundings. 


1.2.5 Granting of Approval Certificated: Within a period of thirty (30) 
consecutive calendar days after the filing of such application or within 
such further time as the applicant may in writing allow, the Commission 
shall determine whether the action or usage proposed will be appropriate 
in its opinion in the historic district in accordance with the purposes of 
this section and shall file a certificate of approval or notice of disapproval 
with the New London building inspector or the duly delegated authority. 
No building permit shall be issued without a certificate of approval. Fail- 
ure to file said certificate or notice by the Commission within the specified 
period of time shall be deemed to constitute approval. 


1.2.6 Notwithstanding that the action or usage proposed may be deem- 
ed inappropriate, owing to the conditions especially affecting the lot, 
building, or structure involved (but not affecting the historic district gen- 
erally) the Commission may find that failure to issue a certificate of 
appropriateness will involve a peculiar and unusual hardship (physical, 
financial, or otherwise) to the applicant, and that such certificates may be 
issued without substantial derogation from the intent and purposes of his- 
toric preservation in New London as stated above. 


If the Commission determines that a proposed activity is not appropri- 
ate, owing to aforesaid conditions, but the failure to issue a certificate will 
cause substantial hardship, the Commission shall forthwith approve such 
application snd shall issue to the applicant a certificate of appropriateness 
in which the Commission may impose conditions. 


1.2.7 If the Commission determines that a certificate of appropriateness 
should not be issued, the reasons for such determination shall be entered 
in its records, and may include recommendations respecting the proposed 
construction, re-construction, alteration, moving, or demolition. 


1.2.8 Whatever its finding, the Commission shall forthwith notify the 
applicant and the building inspector of its determination and shall furnish 
the applicant in writing a copy of the reasons therefor and of its recom- 
mendations, if any, as appearing in the records of said Commission. 
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1.3 Historic District Appeals: Appeals may be taken to the New 
London Board of Adjustment by any owner or tenant of property wholly 
or partly within an Historic District, and by any other person, agency, or 
group if aggrieved by a ruling of the Historic District Commission, The 
Board of Adjustment shall hear and act upon appeals within the periods 
of time prescribed by New Hampshire statute. 


1.4 Enforcement: In case of violation of the ordinance, the Municipal 
Officers may institute any appropriate actions or proceeding to prevent 
such unlawful action or to restrain, correct, or abate such violation. 


1.5 Separability: In case any subsection, paragraph, or part of this sub- 
division be for any reason declared invalid or held unconstitutional by any 
court of last resort, every other subsection, paragraph, or part shall con- 
tinue in full force and effect.

REPORT OF THE TOWN HISTORY 
AND ARCHIVES COMMITTEE 


‘‘New London Has Its 200th Birthday in 1979” 


During 1979 New London observed the 200th anniversary of its incor- 
poration as a Town on June 25, 1779. Plans for this effort had been in 
progress for several years, and the Committee endeavored to provide a 
worthwhile commemoration. The official program of events included not 
fewer than forty separate happenings; and every member of the com- 
mittee worked with wholehearted sincerity to make the anniversary a 
SUCCESS. 


So numerous were the events and so many hundreds of people were in- 
volved that it is impossible briefly even to summarize them. In conse- 
quence, a pamphlet-size report has been prepared, to be separately 
printed. In this report will be a list of all forty programs, several pictures, 
and the names of many persons who took part in the planning and devel- 
opment of the 200th birthday celebration. It is hoped that this Report will 
be available at the time of the Town Meeting in March, 1980. 


The program which attracted the largest attendance was the historical 
pageant at the end of June and early in July. Several thousands of citizens 
and friends were present at the three showings of the pageant, and the 
fireworks which followed. Too much credit cannot be given to Vice Chair- 
man Harold F’. Smith for his direction of this event. Another remarkable 
accomplishment was the publication entitled New London Cooks, con- 
ceived and edited by a devoted committee headed by Mrs. Alf Jacobson 
and Miss Mary D. Haddad. Still another project was the beautiful 
‘Bicentennial Quilt”’, prepared by a committee under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. Louise Todd. 


Mrs. James E. Bewley was is charge of the ‘“‘Old-Timers”’ Reception 
late in June. Mr. Lamont Moore arranged a unique and outstanding pic- 
torial display in the Old Academy Building for the month of July. The 
Chamber of Commerce erected two highway signs on roads leading to 
New London; the public school system had special programs; the Hospital 
Day parade stressed the bicentennial; the various churches and many 
civic organizations ably cooperated. 


The Town History program continued with the valuable work on old 


documents and records done by Miss Betsy Tunis. Mr. Carlton F. Barton 
headed a very important Committee on souvenir medals and other items. 
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Mrs. Mildred C. Tunis published two historical booklets on certain 
aspects of Town History. Robert M. Lovely, Jr., and Lewis Simonds were 
in charge of a most successful “‘first-day cover’’ program. 


Miss Mary D. Haddad was a 100% efficient secretary to the Anni- 
versary Committe, and Mr. William Kidder, Jr., ably guided our finances. 
His report is attached below. 


Thank you, New London, for all you did to make our Town’s 200th 
Birthday Party memorable!

ANNUAL REPORT 
NEW LONDON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


_ Purchase of the Chandler Brook Wetland was completed this past 
summer using a combination of donated and town appropriated funds. 
Work on the self-guiding trail system continues in an effort to turn this 
varied natural area into an outdoor classroom. _ 


In addition to regular trail maintenance, the Conservation Commission 
members and volunteer crews have been working to improve Lyon Brook 
Trail, which follows the brook from behind the hospital to the Sutton 
town line. With completion of the new sewer system, Lyon Brook will once 
again be one of the beauty spots of the town. Thanks to Mr. and Mrs 
Richard Emerson and Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Gurr the town has right of 
way along the brook for several thousand feet. The Commission hopes to 
acquire easements across the remaining two parcels in the coming year. 


The bog continues to attract visitors with 1500 signing the guest regis- 
ter this past year. Classes from many of the area schools, Dartmouth 
geology classes, scout troops and garden clubs from all over the state have 
made visits to the bog part of their yearly program. 


Appreciating the desire of the Fire Department to have their new train- 
ing facility near the Fire Station, the Commission allowed the building to 
be erected on a piece of its land behind the recycling shed. This use does 
not interfere with the conservation of Lyon Brook or the trail. 
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First steps have been taken to cooperate with John and Sue Clough, 
who are involved in the State movement to preserve New Hampshire’s 
diminishing farmlands. Along with an inventory of our critical wetlands, 
as mandated by the State, we attempt to map the most productive agri- 
cultural land in New London. 


Spring bird walks attract increasingly large groups, with the birders 
often outnumbering the birds two to one. We are fortunate to have many 
people with extensive knowledge of wildflowers, animal tracks, geology 
etc. to suppliment our bird experts. 


The Commission is an equal opportunity employer — no wages, pro- | 
ductive outdoor work and good fellowship.

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Since the former Catholic Cemetery has been made part of the Elkins 
Cemetery it is intended to layout new plots in the remaining vacant area, 
the sale of which will provide some income for maintenance work. No 
funds have been available heretofore and. it is hoped that owners of some 
of the existing plots may see fit to contribute to maintenance expenses. 
Some attempt will be made this coming year to create records, (previously 
non-existent), of the present occupancy in this area. 


To date, it has not become necessary to enlarge West Part Cemetery, 


but the acquired area adjacent to the eastern boundary will be made avail- 
able as required.

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REPORT OF THE COMMUNITY ACTION PROGRAM 
BELKNAP — MERRIMACK COUNTIES, INC. 


The Kearsarge Valley Community Action Program, located in the Old 
Graded School in Warner, serves eight towns in this part of Merrimack 
County: Bradford, Henniker, New London, Newbury, Sutton, Warner, 
Webster and Wilmot. Again this year Community Action has served your 
community by getting much needed services to the elderly and low-income 
families in each of the eight towns. 


Services to the elderly include Meals-on-Wheels and the Senior Com- 
panion Program for shut-ins; Congregate Meal sites in Henniker, New 
London-Wilmot, and Warner; and the Rural Transportation bus that 
gets senior citizens into Concord. Our fuel assistance program last year 
reached 140 families in the eight towns and we expect to get this much 
needed help to more people during this year of soaring fuel prices. An 
Adult Education Grant was awarded to the center back in August and 
this January we began teaching some basic skills in the areas of parent- 
ing, family health, money management, and nutrition. 


The money your town appropriates for Community Action goes to run 
the local center here in Warner. The budget of the Center goes for salaries, 
travel expenses, office supplies and cost of heat and upkeep of the Old 
Graded School. The federal government will provide most of the money 
for the 1980 budget. We have requested a total of $10,800.00 of .the 
$32,000.00 to be provided by the eight towns. What we ask from each 
town is a percentage of the $10,000.00 based on what percentage of the 
participants in our programs are from your town. 


Our program is designed to encourage commumity participation and 
involvement. If you would like to know more about our program and/or 
how you can get involved, please let us know.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF 
AND YOUR TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Prevention and control of forest fires is handled through a cooperative 


effort between town/city fire organizations and the State Forest Fire 
Service.

Since 1903, when the first forest fire laws were passed by our Legis- 
lature, the State Forester has appointed someone in each municipality as a 
Forest Fire Warden and charged him with the responsibility of forest fire 
prevention and control within his town/city. This person may ask the 
State Forester to appoint as many Deputy Forest Fire Wardens as may be 
necessary to efficiently carry out his charge. 


The State Forester has divided the State into ten forest fire districts 
with a full-time District Forest Fire Chief in each district. The State 
organization is charged with assisting the municiple forest fire organizat- 
ion in any way possible. 


State personnel conduct fire training schools, assist with forest fire 
suppression, fire cause investigation, prosecution of fire law violators 
and forest fire prevention programs. Forest fire suppression equipment is 
purchased through State bulk Purchasing ability and sold to local forest 
fire organizations a one-half cost. Excess military property is obtained 
and turned over to town/city fire departments at no cost to local depart- 
ments for conversion into fire suppression units. This cooperative 
arrangement between State and municipality has resulted in one of the 
best forest fire records in the United States with less than one-half acre 
of woodland burned in each fire reported.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 
1979 


The year 1979 was a successful one in implementing the Voluntary 
Effort approach to containing the rise of hospital costs, countering the 
government’s attempt to institute more controls on these costs, which 
could affect the quality of care our community needs and deserves. 


A number of milestones were passed during the year. The renovation 
and expansion of our X-ray and intensive care facilities, and the re- 
arrangement of the adjacent area, finally received the necessary govern- 
ment approvals, and, at year’s end, were nearing completion. This project 
was successfully financed through a combination of in-house borrowing 
and a small net gain from operations. 


Assistant controller, Marianne Rooke, was promoted to the Controller- 
ship when Daniel Miller resigned to take another position. Under her 
direction, the newly leased computer system has been made instrumental 
in simplifying and accelerating the business transactions of the hospital. 


Due to the excellent efforts of Mr. and Mrs. Brackett Scheffy, co-chair- 
men of Hospital Day, and their many volunteers, this event netted an all- 
time high of over $41,000. An innovation this year, the Gene Sarazen Pro- 
Am Golf Tournament, at Eastman, accounted for over $4,600. of this 
amount. 


An improved newsletter has gone out to New London and surrounding 
towns during the year, and, through frequent news releases to the local 
media, we have attempted to acquaint the community with hospital 
activity. 


A new ad hoc committee has been appointed to study the long range 
goals of the hospital, with particular emphasis on the levels of care the 
community expects from the hospital. The Long Range Planning Com- 
mittee is chaired by Donald R. Hayes, M.D. Other members are: Frances 
Bonardi, R.N., Director of Nursing; Frederick Brown, M.D.; Stephen 
Ensign, Board of Trustees; Francis Evans, M.D. and Harry M. Lowd, 
Director (ex officio). 


The Advisory Council has been enlarged, and will be most helpful in 
advising on matters of hospital policy. 


ss Me 


A most important event has been the recent granting of full two year 
accreditation to both the acute hospital and the Extended Care Center by 
the Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals. 


The transition from outside-contracted to in-house managed food ser- 
vice was completed in September when Hope Damon became clinical 
dietician/food service manager. Under her direction, the food service has 
steadily improved. 


During the year, the nursing staff of the acute hospital has been prepar- 
ing for the implementation of primary nursing, which occurred in January 
1980. Also, during the past year, the number of skilled care beds in the 
William P. Clough Extended Care Unit was decreased from ten to six, 
while the intermediate care beds were increased from forty to forty eight. 


The New London Hospital maintains educational affiliations with 
Dartmouth Medical School and George Washington University. Students 
from Dartmouth, at different phases of their medical education, come to 
New London for community experience, at the hospital and in the 
physician’s office. Students from George Washington University spend 
one year in an administrative residency with the hospital’s director, as 
part of their requirement for a master’s degree in hospital administration. 


Resolutions were presented to Mrs. Kathleen Brooks for her service on 
the Board of Trustees, as President of the Hospital Auxiliary, and to 
Harold Welch and Jacques Coleman upon their resignation from the 
Board, for their many years of dedicated service. 


This report would not be complete without acknowledging the fine work - 
of the Hospital Auxiliary, with its many committees carrying out projects 
during the year, and the work of the Summer Residents’ Association. 
Both of these organizations have contributed generously to the hospital, 
in time and in money. They are represented on the Board of Trustees by 
Mrs. Rosamond Hayes and Mrs. Frances Hoke, respectively.

The agency participates in the promotion of health and prevention of 
disease through;

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Eighteen meetings in 1979 and the homework necessary for effective 
meetings kept the Planning Board busy in 1979. There were 12 regular 
meetings, 2 special meetings and 4 public hearings. A breakdown of the 
matters considered is as follows: 

a. 3 Hearings in regard to Zoning Amendments 
b. 15 Subdivisions 

c. 3 Annexations 

d. 7 Site Plan Reviews 

e. 1 Planned Unit Development 


The New London Master Plan and Zoning Ordinances were reviewed by 
the large Review Committee during 1978. At Town Meeting in March 
1979 several important changes in the Zoning Ordinance, strengthening 
the Master Plan, were placed in effect by the voters of the Town. These 
changes represented the conclusions of the 1978 Review Committee’s 
work. High lights of the changes are briefly as follows: 

a. 64% of New London’s land area is roughly equally divided be- 
tween Conservation District and Agricultural and Rural Resident- 
ial Zone. This least dense area of the Town was preserved without 
change, with 10 acre spacing per family required in the former and 
2 acre inthelatter. 

b. Approximately 225 acres was changed to require 100% more space 
per family in the urban residential zone - changing one third of so 
called R-1 acres to R-2.Appoximately half of this area had already 
been subdivided. Of course, the changes did not effect existing 
lots of record. 

c. A traffic and parking study was recommended and approved by 
vote on the ballot at Town Meeting. The Zoning Ordinance was 
ammended to require off street parking and loading meanwhile. 

d. Yard Sales, etc. were regulated as to scope and duration by a new 
provision voted in the ordinance. 


Site Plan Review Regulations dealing with non-residential sites con- 
tinue being reviewed for improvement and amendment. 


During the year, Mrs. Helen C. Preston moved her home away from 
New London, after 4 years dedicated service on the Planning Board. Mrs . 
Marilyn Andrews was appointed to fill that vacancy. The Selectmen also 
named Mr. Alan Irwin to succeed Mrs. Andrews as an alternate member. 
Mr. Robert MacMichael met with the Planning Board throughout the 
year as Selectman representative. 
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The Planning Board acknowledges with deep thanks the service of 40 
members of the Special Town Plan Review Committee, as well as the 
Board itself and the 4 additional members of the Sub-Committee. Their 
vigorous help added greatly to the success of the effort. The conclusion 
supported by the Town Meeting vote in March, 1979 was that we do wish 
to retain New London’s rural charm with a reduced rate of growth. At the 
same time, new and changed uses of our space must be accommodated 
wisely and fairly within the scope of a sound Town Plan, Zoning Ordin- 
ances and Regulations.

REPORT OF THE TOWN ROAD AGENT 


The year 1979 was normal for the Highway Department with the ex- 
ception of two events: 1. The heavy rains that washed out Rowell Hill 
Road, County Road, Forty Acres Road and the road to Clough’s sugar 
house was unusual and 2, the lack of snowfall for the latter part of the year 
was almost unbelievable. The total amount of snowfall was about four (4) 
inches, but that was enough to cause slippery roads on several occasions. 


Major improvements for the year was the finishing of County Road, the 
surfacing of Mountain Road and the resurfacing of Lakeside Road. Re- 
moving the large boulder from Old Main Street made that area safer. 


Cutting brush on Bog Road, Lakeshore Road, Old Main Street and 
Lakeside Road was included in our regular maintenance as well as resur- 
facing some of our own dirt roads with crushed gravel. Plans for 1980 are 
to continue improving our main roads by resurfacing with cold patch and 
crushed gravel. A note of interest is that we have fifteen (15) miles of 
gravel roads, thirty-three (33) miles of tarred roads and five hundred sev- 
enty five(575) culverts to maintain. 


The landfill is doing very well. By excavating thousands of yards of 
material each year we will be able to extend the use of this area for several 
more years than originally expected.

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SEWER COMMISSION REPORT 


Early in 1979 approval was given to our application for a Federal Grant 
for construction of the first phases of the sewer improvements which have 
been under study, debate and design for the past too many years. The 
project went out for bid in two parts and on June 25, 1979 Contract #1 was 
signed with the S. E. MacMillan Construction Company of Bangor, 
Maine for the interceptor to Sunapee with related pumping and handling 
facilities, and on July 11, 1979 Contract #2 was signed with Bunkerhill 
Construction, Inc. of Ashworth, N. H. for collector and pumping facilities 
in the Checkerberry Lane and High Pine Lane areas. 


Completion in February 1981 is called for under the contracts, but un- 
usually favorable conditions from a weather standpoint have placed the 
entire project well ahead of schedule at years end. Even more ledge than 
expected has been encountered however, and moderate addition appropri- 
ation will be necessary because of this. 


At the 1979 Town Meeting, funds were appropriated for a further study 
to determine the means and extent to which reduction of infiltration of 
storm water into existing sewers could be accomplished. State and Fed- 
eral grants for the study were obtained and should be completed in 1980. 


At this point it appears that considerable replacement of old lines may 
be necessary. . 


Superintendent John Bickford and his assistant Roderic Reyelt have 
carried out effectively the routine operation and maintenance of our pre- 
sent plant and in addition have assisted the contractors on new construc- 
tion and infiltration studies.

TRACY MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


Mrs. Marjorie E. Stevenson, head librarian, retired January lst after 
working at the library since 1968. She first began working as the part-time 
assistant: but became librarian in 1971. Under her leadership the library’s 
total circulation has increased from 14,808 books, periodicals, and non- — 
book items in 1970 to a total of 28,819 for 1979. This is one of the highest 
per capita circulations of any library its size in the state. 


The members of the board feel fortunate to have had Mrs. Stevenson 
heading the library staff for the last eight years and offer her our best 
wishes in her retirement. 


Succeeding Mrs. Stevenson is Mrs. Susanne Filkins who has been the 
assistant librarian for five years. Library assistants include Mrs. Martha 
Denz and Mrs. Kathleen Timbrell; substitutes are Mrs. Stevenson and 
Mrs. Lucy Woodward. Several volunteers work in various capacities. 


In 1979 the Circulation was the highest to date. The adult and juvenile 
book circulation was 27,300, while periodicals and other non-book items 
brought the total circulation to 28,819. The library purchased 629 new 
books from town appropriations, from memorial gift funds, and from a 
generous $ 1,500.00 gift from the Friends of Tracy Memorial Library. In 
addition to the books purchased, the library received 221 gift books from 
patrons. 


The children’s program, a vital part of the library’s service to the com- 
munity, included the Summer Reading program, and after-school movie 
series, and the weekly story hours for preschool children. Volunteers gave 
many hours of assistance to make these services available.
